Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussion regarding the outstanding 112, 1st Scope of Enablement 
and Enablement rejections. The outstanding Scope of Enablement rejection would be overcome by the proposed 
claim amendments. The Enablement rejection was the primary focus of discussion. Applicant was advised to amend 
the claim language such that it was clear that an identification step encompassing identification of the polypeptide, was 
included. A discussion also took place regarding the interpretation of "a polypeptide" and "a physio-chemical property" 
versus "one or more" or equivalent language in the claims . 
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
